"The  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  ot 
1983  provides  for  decentralized  federal 
training  programs  for  economically  disad- 
vantaged, underemployed,  and  unem- 
ployed persons."  Florence-Darlington 
TEC  is  committed  to  giving  these  persons 
the  training  needed  to  become  contri- 
buting, self-sufficient  members  of  society 
through  the  Manpower  Division.  Counsel- 
ing, Transportation,  and  Medical  Services 
are  provided  to  these  students,  when 
needed.  Students  in  this  program  may 
train  to  become  a  Ward  Clerk,  Licensed 
Practical  Nurse,  Carpenter,  Cosmetolo- 
gist, Auto  Mechanic,  or  any  other  field  for 
which  a  demand  exists. 
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NURSING 

As  in  most  health  care  fields,  the  de- 
mand for  skilled,  caring  nurses  exceeds 
the  supply.  Students  in  this  division  spend 
two  years  working  toward  an  RN  license. 
Additionally,  graduates  may  elect  to  pur- 
sue a  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in  Nurs- 
ing. If  you  would  like  to  relieve  human 
suffering  as  an  important  part  of  the 
health  care  team,  a  career  as  a  nurse 
may  be  for  you. 
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Construction  began  in  May  of  1967,  on  the  building  that  would  house 
TEC'S  new  library.  The  building  was  first  used  in  Fall,  1968,  and  it  would  house 
administrative  offices,  TEC  students  formed  a  "Book  Brigade"  and  moved 
the  library  books  from  an  old  building  to  the  new  library  in  one  and  a  half 
hours.  The  400  or  "Round"  Buildings  design  has  been  mode  into  an  architec- 
tural show  place  and  Pee  Dee  Landmark. 
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CONTINUING  EDUCATION 

Anyone  who  wants  to  pursue  a  hobby,  acquire  a 
new  job  skill  or  upgrade  their  present  job  skills  with- 
out necessarily  studying  for  a  degree  will  find  a 
wealth  of  possibilities  in  courses  offered  through  the 
Continuing  Education  Division.  These  short  courses, 
conducted  at  night,  are  open  to  those  16  or  older 
who  are  presently  not  in  High  School,  and  who  have

Florence-Darlington  Technical  College  was  founded  in  1963.  Through  the  diligent  efforts  and  hard  work  of  many, 
the  College  remains  dedicated  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  founded:  to  provide  quality  occupational  training  in 
programs  that  will  enable  Pee  Dee  Citizens  to  make  better  lives  for  themselves  and  their  families. 

The  College  has  come  a  long  way  since  it  opened  its  doors  with  255  students.  Over  the  course  of  the  last  20  years, 
TEC  has  expanded  its  training  capacity  to  include  more  than  33  occupational  programs  designed  to  place 
graduates  for  existing  or  future  jobs.
